As IT was saying the other day 
when we ran out of space, bees 


are probably the most complex 
of all insects, but we know a 
lot about them because a sur- 
prising number of gents have 
spent their lives ‘nosing into 
bees’ affairs 

One writer, somewhat over- 


come by the mystery of the hive's 


enormously complicated life, 
wrote, “The more closely we 
study, the more plainly js it 


brought home to us that we are 
merely waifs shipwrecked on the 
ocean of nature,” 

Anyhow, bees certainly make 
you think twice. 

On the other hand there are 
some experts who point out that 
bees have their blind spots, Sir 
John Lubbock, for example, re- 
ports putting a bee in a glass 
thing with the closed end to the 
window.

(Maurice Maeterlinck, a man 
unwilling to admit any weak- 
nesses in bees, got pretty hot 
about Sir John's report.

The reason is that this famous 
island through endless centuries 
belonged to China until Britain 


acquired it after winning the 
“Opium War” against China in 
1841, Indications are that the 


Chinese Communists inten& to 
reclaim Hong Kong and neighbor- 
ing territory on the mainland 
a total of more than 390 square 
miles, 

The London Daily Mall sums 


up “the danger confronting 
Britain in China” like this 


“The siege in the weat is over, 
bar the shouting, but hew soon 
will the siege in the east begin?

The Mail is doubtful if enough 
is being done to protect Hong 
Kong against possible aggres- 
sion and calls for joint Anglo- 
American action, saying:
